Loose and Rusty Rims 


Cause of Much Trouble 


Loose, demountable rims cause a 


lot of tire trouble. If not watched care- 
fully

comes loow. the rim starts "working" 
and gradual!} the other wedges b*-

en tightened up unevenly. Th!.« ends 
In what Is referred to as a "wobbly" 
tire and the tread is worn down pre- 
maturely. At other times. mowrNts 
pound both the rim and the tire with 
n hammer to get the rim off or on 
the pounding "t the rim doesn't do 
snv pRrtIcular''hari«r unless lO bend's 
the rim. but every blow on the t!re 
may cause a fabric break, and that Is 
Terj "serious. 


Hnsty rims are dangeron*. because 


they corrode tubes. m«fee it hurd t« 
i-hsnce tlr»s and sometimes rrMiir !• 
frewin* on the tire. R!m« «hou!d be 
cleaned at lean once every six months. 
Ordinary paint son-.eiimes placed on 
the rims after the cleaning process tl 
not so<id practice, inasmuch as thr 
heat generated l»y tlie tires melts -h» 
paint ana the tire sticks to the rim.
